The momentous news of the ending of the war 
was given the correspondents verbally by an of­ 
ficial of the State Department. He said: 
“The armistice has been signed. It was signed 
at 5 o’clock a. m. Paris time, and hostilities will 
cease at 11 o'clock this morning, Paris tim e.’’ 
Information that the armistice had been signed 
was transmitted to the W hite House immediately 
after it was received by the government and Presi­ 
dent W ilson is expected to issue a statement to the 
American people today.
